163-day crisis 
ends, Dutch get 
new government 


THE HAGUE (Reuter). — A 16- 
Member new Dutch Government, 
headed by 53-year-old Dr. Joop Den 
Uyl, took’ office here 

after the longest crisis in Dutch 
pelitical history, lasting 163 days. 

The new team, consisting of 10 
members of the Progressive Bloc 
and six members of the Confession- 
al Bloc, reflects the results of the 
general election on November 29 
of last year. 

The biggest gains in the election 
were made by the Progressives and 
the Liberals and losses were sus- 
tained by the Confessionals, parti- 
cularly the once-powerful Catholics, 
who lost eight seats in the 150-sest 
Lower House. 

The most spectacular gainers, the 
Liberals, who captured six seats 
and now have 22, have refuged to 
join the government, which they 
have sworn to bring down as soon 
as possible. 

After nearly five-and-a-half months 
of political haggling Holland now 
has what is described as an extra- 
Parliamentary Cabinet — a Cabinet 
not based on prior political agree- 
ments with the political parties in 
Parliament,

MANILA (AP), — President Ferdi- 
mand Marcos ordered the Phillp- 
pines’ first military draft yesterday.

Serusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — 
HE Central European Settlers’ 
Assocation in Haifa is about to 
build a 12storey senior cilizen’s 
centre on the ‘Western spur of 
Mount Carmel. It will be in Rehov 
Nitzanim on a 7.5 dunam site, a 

gift of the municipality. 

The centre, designed by archi- 
tect Gideon Kaminka, will consist 
of three wings: a 12-storey struc- 
ture for 56 one-room and 34 two- 
room apartments; a five-storey 
building with space for 72 single 
rooms and ἃ nursing section with 20 
beds; and a three-storey bulkiing 
that will house the lobby, dining 
hall and 2 cafeteria sud other 
common faciities, such as a TV 
area, game room, a section for oc- 
cupational therapy and physiothe- 
raphy and a synagogue. 

Living quarters in the IL12m. 
project will be rented to the elder- 
ly on ἃ non-profit basis. It wi be 
paid for by the future residents, 
who will in return acquire a trans- 
ferable right of occupancy, subject 
to management's approval of trans- 
fer, A social welfare fund will aid 
the needy. 

All apartments will be equipped 
with hot water, central heating, 
central] gas supply, a bath or show- 
er room and W.C., and a kitche- 
nette with space for a refrigerator. 

The common rooms will be air- 
conditioned. The residents can choose 
between doing their own housekeep- 
ing and having their meals in the 
dining hall. 

The 72 single rooms are intend- 
ed for people of higher ages and 
will be looked after by the per- 
manent staff. They will pay a 
monthly fee for board and services, 
Such as occupational therapy and 
various courses. 

All units will be handed over un- 
furnished, and residents will be al- 
lowed to equip them with their own 
furnishings.
